Onion seed should 
be sown as early in the spring as possible to get 
the ground in shape, even though the weather is 
cold. Thorough preparation of the soil is one of 
the most essential points in successful onion 
growing.

Tomatoes 





CULTURE 


Days indicated represent the time required from 
the setting plants to produce marketable fruits. 
One ounce of seed should produce 2,000 plants. 
Tomatoes do best on light, warm, not over-rich 
soil. Success depends in a large measure upon 
securing a rapid, vigorous, unchecked growth 
during the early part of the season. or first early 
tomatoes select varieties of the earliest types, 
and start the plants under glass in hot beds or 
greenhouses during ebruary and March. When 
the plants are about 2 inches high they should 
be transplanted to flats, pots or plant boxes. Never 
crowd the plants, but keep them short and 
stocky. Plants already in bloom, if in pots or 
boxes, may be transplanted to the open ground 
without disturbing their roots, and will continue 
to bloom and fruit without check. When danger 
from frost has passed, set the plants in the 
field in rows about 4 feet apart each way, in 
warm, mellow soil of fair fertility.

Field Peas are an important class of Legumes 
and should be more generally planted. Valuable 
for hay crop or fertilizer.
